U. S. Watching, May Act In Dixie Violence 

The Justice Dept. has assigned special lawyers to 
study the new outbreak of violence over school inte- 
gration in southern states and may take legal action 
against white supremacists who are leading the op- 
position, JET learned. 

A spokesman told JET that the department re- 
gards such cases as within its jurisdiction since 
some “local school boards are trying to comply with 
the 14th Amendment.” Up to the present time, the 
department has intervened only in Hoxie, Ark., 
where whites forcibly tried to prevent Negroes from 
attending white schools. 

With a majority of southern schools set to open 
shortly, Justice Dept. aides are keeping watch over 
a “multitude of situations” in some nine states and 
will take firm action to halt any concerted effort of 
white supremacists. The procedure will be to charge 
leaders who engage in or promote racial demonstra- 
tions with contempt. 
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N. J. Lawyer Named Deputy Attorney General 


In Trenton, N. J., 37-year-old Atty. Van 
Y. Clinton, former Democratic candidate 
for the State Assembly, was sworn in as 
deputy attorney-general and became the 
second Negro to be appointed to the post.

Hold 2 White Miss. Brothers In Negro’s Murder 

Two Decatur, Miss., white brothers accused of the shot- 
gun slaying of 54-year-old Negro landowner, Arthur Davis 
of Union, Miss., were held for murder in what Sheriff H. 
C. Valentine said was “not a race killing” but which he 
believed “concerned whiskey.” Ed Phillips, 36, a farmer, 
and his brother, R. J. Phillips, 50, charged with shooting 
Davis to death on Aug. 22, were held under $5,000 bond 
each. 


Tallahassee Car Pool To Carry Extra Drivers 

Rev. King Solomon DuPont, vice president of the Talla- 
hassee (Fla.) Inter-Council, which is sponsoring the bus 
boycott, announced that auxiliary drivers will be carried 
in car pool vehicles to prevent delays caused when drivers 
are arrested. Rev. DuPont, one of seven drivers arrested 
for not having “for hire” tags on their vehicles, said the 
police crackdown on car pool operations is an attempt 
to force Negroes back on the buses. 





Evelashes Reveal Sex. Racial Clues 
The importance of human eyelashes as a means 
of racial and sex identification, was revealed by 
Japanese professor, Tadaschi Fujmatsu in Milan, 
Italy. Prof. Fujmatsu reports that the eyelashes, 
useful in crime detection, may determine whether 
a person is white or Negro, Asian or European, male 








or female. 
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Ala. Groups Ask Ike’s Help To End Violence 
President Eisenhower and Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell have been urged by the Montgomery Improve- 
ment Association and three other Negro organizations to 
probe three bombings, police intimidation, and participa- 
tion by high-placed whites in Citizens Council activities 
which deprive them of protection of the law. A letter, 
signed also by the Brotherhood of Sleeping Car Porters, 
the Interdenominational Minister’s Alliance and the Cit- 
izens Educational Committee, charged that “continued 
threats, home bombings, and mass arrests authorized by 
city and state officials against Negroes . . . have left 
them without protection of the law here in Alabama.”

In Concord, N. C., the bigamy trial of a 40-year-old 
dairy farm worker ended in a mistrial because 12 white 
jurors could not agree whether he is white or Negro. 
Fair-skinned Ira Leroy (Red) Wright, also known as Ira 
Wright, is charged with marrying two Negro women, 
Texie Evans Wright and Eva Wright, before he wed Mary 
Torrence Bullard, a white woman, without benefit of 
divorce. Mary Bullard is also charged with bigamy for 
failing to divorce her white husband, Lawrence, before 
marrying Wright. Judge L. Richardson Preyer told the 
jury that Wright’s guilt or innocence must be decided on 
the basis of whether he is white or : 
Negro. The state law does not recog- 
nize marriages between whites and 
Negroes.

Chuckled Dr. Henry S. Shyrock Jr., 
chief of the Census Bureau’s Popula- 
tion Statistics Section: “Trying to an- 
swer that question census-wise is like 
tryine to fix a watch with a crowbar.” 

While Dr. Phillip H. Hauser, direc- 
tor of University of Chicago’s Popula- 
tion Research and Training Center, 
declared the question can be an- 
swered, he admitted his institution 
did not have the “resources necessary 
to come with the answer.”

Insists a pretty Midwest research specialist who no 
longer passes: “I got too mad to pass! I couldn’t stand 
to hear the way they told Negro jokes.” 

Quite different was the situation of the celebrated 
family of Dr. Albert Johnston, which passed for 20 years 
before being exposed as Negro. Although a best-selling 
novel and motion picture (Lost Boundaries) documented 
their plight, the Johnstons remain one of Keene, New 
Hampshire’s outstanding families. 

Passing among light-complexioned Negroes was nearly 
passé almost a decade ago, according to Dr. E. W. Eckard, 
who then concluded that probably less than 2,600 Ne- 
groes per year pass. And the steady annual decrease in 
that figure is directly linked to the constant improve- 
ment of the Negro economic standard 
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Negro Dems Not Invited To Tennessee Meeting 
Negro Democrats in 10 southern states were not invited 
to a scheduled strategy meeting in Knoxville, Tenn., be- 
cause they hold no party or elective offices, according to 
H. W. Brawley, one of Adlai Stevenson’s campaign mana- 
gers. The statement was in answer to a question from 
E. D. Nixon, former state president of the Alabama NAACP. 
Said Nixon: “We cannot see how any strategy can be de- 
vised without including representatives from our group.” 


U. S. Court Opens Va. Golf Course To Negroes 

A temporary injunction, opening the Portsmouth (Va.) 
City Park Golf Course to free and unrestricted use by 
Negroes, was granted by Judge Walter E. Hoffman in 
United States District Court. The judge indicated that a 
permanent injunction would be handed down. Formerly 
the course had been available to Negro golfers only on 
Fridays.

The “battle of 
the wills” with 
regard to the 
estate of Chica- 
go’s late million- 
aire Robert A. 
Cole appeared 
headed for a 
lengthy court 
fight last week 
as two wills 
were brought 
into play, one 
within 24 hours 
of the other. The 
first will, the 
much - discussed 
1953 document, 
was finally 
brought to light 
with the open- 
ing of a safety 
deposit box in 
Chicago’s First 
National Bank, 
and, as previ- 
ously claimed, 
named Theodore 
Hawes and Atty. 
Edward Toles 
joint executors 
of the estate 
along with the 
widow, Mary 
Cole.

been embroiled in a court battle with both Hawes and 
Toles in a disputed claim to the estate, and was able to 
produce a later will—one dated Dec. 5, 1955—which 
bequeathed the entire estate to her. 

Whether or not the will of the 1955 date will be ac- 
cepted as final is a question yet to be answered. Even 
Mrs. Cole admitted that her husband had a queer habit 
of signing his name to several such documents prior to 
his death, a gesture, which she said, was “to prove his 
confidence in her.” 

The 1953 will, however, was not of such nature. The 
only item contained in the safety deposit box, it explicitly 
pointed out that the Cole estate was to be held in “Trust 
Estate” and administered by Mrs. Cole, Hawes and Toles. 
Specifically, the will stated that Mrs. Cole was to receive 
all of the late millionaire’s personal wardrobe and jewelry 
as well as the household furnishings and the three-flat

In any event, the “Trust 
Estate” would continue in existence for no less than 10 
years. 

Strangely, although the 1953 will provided that Mrs. 
Cole, Hawes and Toles would administer the estate 
jointly, it also specified that any two of the executors 
could take action in the interest of the estate without 
the signature of the third trustee and that such action 
would be valid. In another section it decreed that Mrs. 
Cole, a licensed undertaker, be paid the sum of $250 
weekly for the entire period of the trust and the trustees 
“may in their judgment increase, discontinue, postpone, 
temporarily diminish or terminate the said weekly pay- 
ments for a period they deem fit and proper to do so.” 
This would be paid out of the earnings of the trust, 
which includes the Metropolitan Funeral Parlors, doing 
an estimated gross business of $3 million annually. 

Of the two wills, it appeared that the late Mr. Cole was 
more painstaking with one than the other. He signed 
the 1953 will on each page with his full signature— 
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Robert A. Cole—and had as witnesses Jessye N. Hickman, 
his private secretary; Watson M. Jefferson, personal man- 
ager at the funeral parlor; and Lee L. Bailey, assistant 
agency director of the Metropolitan Insurance Co. The 
later will, which Mrs. Cole said she found in a drawer 
among other personal papers, was a simplified printed 
legal form which bequeaths all to a wife and which had 
only two witnesses, whose identity is being kept secret 
by the widow and her lawyer. The will was signed “R. A. 
Cole,” a signature which Mrs. Cole said her husband used 
in signing company checks and which was also used as 
an autograph on a favorite photograph of himself.

Eight-year-old Leroy Black 
of Columbia is the youngest 
child ever charged with mur- 
der in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. That fact, scraped like 
jagged glass across the puri- 
tan conscience of the Quaker 
stronghold of Lancaster Coun- 
ty, set the stage in June for a 
few outraged protests, but 
made the son of a Negro father 
and white mother a rallying 
point in a battle over his case. 
Charged with the death of a 
neighborhood white girl, aged 
9, Leroy denied then admitted 
kicking Darlene Hougendobler 
in the stomach (she died of 
shock and complications) 
when she refused to give him

And as the argument dies, Lancaster County holds its 
collective nose against the unpleasant odor of a charge 
fired by artist Mildred Fisher: “Perhaps because of his 
friendlessness, his poverty, or his color, Leroy Black has 
been singled out to become the first child of eight to be 
charged with murder in the State of Pennsylvania.”

When public schools re-opened this week in southern 
and border states, 300,000 Negro students entered inte- 
grated classrooms, some for the first time.
